The o&reworn look of the prisoner vanish- 
ed Bomnwhat when tho ckoo was thua 
reserved. Threo ballots wero taken by the 
jury. Tho Grst one gave Qve for acquittal 
and Boven for conviction. The second gave 
nine for acquittal and three for conviction. 
Thf.third gave ten for acquittal and two for 
conviction. Dallas Hyams being taken Into 
tho prisoner's ante room showed signs of 
great excitement. Ho began to disrobe, 
and looked as If tho trial had proved too 
great a montal shook. 

KACECOUR8E OUTRAGE- ' 

A Jockey Struck by n Rival Elder In the 
Steeplechase. 

Toronto, May 21.— (Special)— Over 
twolve thousand pooplo wore on the grounds 
when tho buglea sounded for tho first race. 
The race for tho Toronto cup waB tho faatost 
and beat of the mooting. Copyright led to 
within fifty yarda of tho wire, when Sara- 
gossa, hard whipped, reached him and won 
by threo-quarters of a length.

POSTAL TELEGRAPH ROUTES. 

Lord Kosehery's Assurances to a Deputation 
—Steamship and Cable Connection lie- 
twe«n Australia and Canada- 

London, May 24. — The Premier, Lord 
Rosebery, and the Searetary of State for tho 
Colonies, the Marquis of Ripon, received a 
deputation from the Associated Chambers 
of Commerce to-duy. Tho deputation urged 
reasons in favor of inter-imperial postal 
telegraph routes. Sir Androw Kayo Rollib, 
M.P., president of the Associated Chambers 
of Commerce, who waa spokesman for tho 
deputation, explained tho object of ita visit 
and said it was moat dosirablo that the gov- 
ernment give adequate holp and encourag- 
ment to the proposed stoamship and cable 
linoB via Canada to Australia. Ho conclud- 
ed with urging that Grout Britain 
should contribute her share of the 
£7,000 yearly to these echemoe. Lord 
Rosebery in reply informed the deputation 
that ho had no decision of tho govornmont 
to announce. Tho government, ho added, 
had sent tho E irl of Jersey to Ottawa in 
order to attend tho intercolonial oonferenoe, 
and slnco it had received his report hud not 
boon idle. Continuing, tho Premier said ; 
" Wo appointed an interdepartmental com- 
ml tteo to oouBider tho ooncre to representations 
ol tho conforonco. That ia not a method of 
Bhelving the question. Tho committeo is 
actually and practically Bitting ; In faot it 
mot on Wednesday last, but tho govern- 
ment haa not yot reached any conclualon 
whioh I oan roport." Lord Rosebery 
also said that he did not agree 
with ons speaker who bad ex- 
proasod regrot that tho Initiative 
in the matter oame from tho oolonloB. The 
Promier thought that a most peaceful sign ; 
In fuel he was of the opinion that all such 
proposals came more healthily and with 
greater prospeota of succesa from the col- 
onics to the mothor country than in the 
more dictatorial and patronizing fashion In 
whioh they arc supposed to come 
from tho mothor country. In conclusion, 
Lord Roaobery assured tho deputation that 
the government was considering tho matter 
attentively, practioally and in a concrete 
fashion, and expressed tho hope that it 
would bo able before long to unnounoo that 
it had come to a satisfactory conclusion. 

QUEEN'S BIRTHDAY.

The attractions of Victoria Arm asserted 
themselveB very emphatically yesterday, 
when in tho faca of tho threatened rain and 
through tho intermittent slight ehowora, 
thousunda of citizene and viBitora made their 
way to the Gorge, ready to bour whatever 
diecomfort the elementa might havo In atore 
for them if in reward thoy might witneaa tho 
uquatic Bport whioh annually adds to tho 
famo of this apleodid waterstrctch. Their 
oourago— for courugo it waa, aa the ladiea aa 
usual predominated — waB well rowarded, for 
while tho threatened rain did not come, tho 
clouds that hid the sun made the conditions 
exceptionally favorable to tho contestants. 
But tho uncertainty of tho outlook in tho 
forenoon dolayed the atart, and at noonday, 
when according to proprammo tho atartlng 
gun should havo been fired, the procoBBion 
of craft ot every conceivable kind had only 
commenced to pasa up tho arm. Tho 
tide — a fairly high ono — waB riaing, 
and [the deeper drafb vessels wero 
exceptionally fortunato in convoying their 
paaBungera without detention. The sight- 
seora wero landed on both aides of tho ai m, 
until soon tho high banks commanding a 
view of tho coureo wero well lined with 
spectators, and on tho water tho limits Bob 
apart for the aightaoera' craft proved all 
two small for the accommodation of the 
boats and canoes, which took groat ohancoa 
by drifting about the racing channol. 

As usual tho most interesting craft from 
a spoctacular point of view wero those of 
tho Navy — nob tho regulation ships' boats 
supplied by Her Majesty's government, but 
the improvised fancioa cf tho jolly Bailora 
themBolvos, who had once more gono to no 
end of troublo with very atriklng reBults. 
Their fleob conaiated of a fao aim Ho in minia- 
ture of tho Royal Arthur, which while pas- 
sing along undor alow ateam with Bmoke 
iberally pouring from the funnela did nob 
disdain a tow, ub coal shovels make 
bub indifferent paddloB. Than thero woro 
two owfully dovisod puntB which woro an 
unceasing source of aabonishmonb becauso of 
bho persistency with which they kept afloot; 
and— moat wonderful triumph of patient 
induetry — a full rigged ship in miniature, 
which in tho abaenco of wind was towed up 
with all Bails sob. Tho orewe of tho firsb 
threo woro ovon moro grotoeque than the 
crafts thoy manned, and all who saw them 
onjoyed several hearty laughs at their 
antloe. 

While tho men of tho warships wero thu» 
preparing amusement for tho holiday pub- 
lic, thoy wero aUo giving moro than the 
usual attention to tho training of crews for 
tho serious work, with thb result tnab the 
Naval ruqcB woro again contested with won- 
deiful spirit throughout, though tho num- 
ber of ontries was unusually largo.

CABLE NEWS. 



Aguinst Silver— Memorial to Sir Ver- 
non Harconrt— Dinner of the 
Artists' Society. 



Mosquito Territory Controversy— The 
Panama Canal-To Maintain 
the Gold Standard. 



London, May 24.— The Times In its finan- 
cial article this morning says bho following 
have Bigned a memorial to Sir William Har- 
court, Chancellor of the Exchequer, against 
any attempt being mado to adopt the silvor 
standard either alcmo or conourrontly with 
gold: Brown, Shipley A Co., Denniatoun, 
Cross k Co., Fruhling k Goschen, Hambro 
& Sons, Frederick Huth k Co., Kloinwort, 
Sons k Co., Rail! Bros., R. Raphel k Sons, 
Sehrooder A Co., and all tho privato banks 
and principal discount housos, with many 
of the diroatora of the loading joint stock 
b vnkB in London. 

Various descriptions of tho Valkyrie III, 
the Dunravon ayndlcato challenger for the 
Atnerloa cup, have beon publiehed, hut thoy 
aftrea in their essontial details. Her water- 
line length la said to bo 90 feet, her longth 
ovor ail 130 feot, and hor boam about 27 
foot. Tha weight of hor keel is about 100 
tons. Her copper extends only as high as 
the load keel. According to the Pall Mall 
Gazette tha cup challongor will havo 14,000 
feet of canvass and her dosigner, Goorgo L. 
Watson, Is quoted as olalming that sho will 
be seven minutes faster than the Britannia 
ovor a fifty milo race. According to another 
interview with Mr. WatBon ho has stated 
that Valkyrie III will havo 20,000 feet of 
canvass. Bath statomonts are regarded as 
impossible. 

A diepatoh from Tientsin to tho Tlmee 
says that an imperial proclamation has beon 
issued announcing the ratification of the 
treaty of peace betweon China and Japan. 
It is declared that the government deeply 
pondorod over the advice which has been 
offered to it to oontinue the war rather than 
surrender, but tho crisis demanded a decis 
ion, as no victory had beon obtained on sea 
or land, owing to tho incompetency of the 
loaders, who had only boon able to rooruit 
tho rabble. Tho enemy, the proclamation 
aayB, woro menacing Peking. Tho country 
was in a terrible condition. Tho proclam- 
ation then goes on to say : " Could wo per- 
mit alarms to disturb the dwelling of her 
saarod majesty '! Heaven had not withheld 
his augury. Tho sea overflowed tho coast, 
and the camps wore submerged." 

The government of Colombia is preparing 
to est forth in dotail ita olaims to tho Mos- 
quito torritory. Gen. Renjlfo, secretary of 
the Colombian legation at Washington City, 
who has been fighting for the government 
against the rebels in the intorior, 
left on board the steamship City of Para to 
take the correspondence to New York. 
Under a royal order of tho King of Spain in 
1803, His Majaaty annexed the Moequito 
coast to Santa Fedi Bogota, and whon Col- 
ombia gained her independence, in 1810, 
she became the rightful possessor of the 
Moequito coast, aasigned to her by tho prin- 
ciples of possidetis *' as you poBsess " (tho 
basis or principle of a treaty which leaves 
the belligerents mutually in possession of 
what thoy acquire by arms during the war), 
and exercised dominion ovor that territory 
up to 1824. Even in the treaty botweon 
Colombia and tho Central American States 
the former did nob relinquish hor olaim to 
the Mosquito territory. The Colombian 
government is busily oacupiod in collecting 
a forood loan of §1,000,000 to cover the ex 
ponsoB of tho lato political troubles and to 
prepare for emergencies. 

The dinner of the Society of Authors last 
night waB presided over by Mr. Bell, man- 
ager of tho Times. Thoro was a gathering 
ot one hundred and sixty authors, journal- 
ists and other literary men. The Unitod 
States ambassador, Hon. Thomas F. Bayard, 
Poulteny Bigelow, Walter Besant, Henry 
M. Stanley and others were prosont. 

Edward Brodio Hoaro, Member oi Parlla 
menb for Hempatoad, presided yesterday at 
a private meeting of thirty Unionist mom 
bors of tho Houso of Commons, the object of 
which was to detormine upon the necessary 
steps to maintain the gold standard. 

The judgo in tho Wildo case yesterday 
ordered the withdrawal of the count againBt 
tho defendant conoerning bis relations with 
the witness Shelly, as the latter'a statements 
wero uncorroborated. 

It is reported here that the now Fronoh 
company which has been pushing tho work 
alon& the route of the Panama canal is try 
ing to sell the canal to an American ayndi 
cate. 

Among tho birthday honors that are 
made publio to day it la announced that 
Walter Bosant, tho author, firat chairman 
of the executive committee of tho Socioty of 
Authors, has boen knighted.

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OUR OTTAWA LETTER. 



The Newfoundland Negotiations-De- 
plorable Condition of tbe Colony— 
The Mania for Talking:. 

Snbaidy For the Railway to Coniox- 
WestmiuBter Penitentiary-Review 
of the Correspondence. 



JKrom Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, May 18.— The moat important 
event in Parliamentary oirolea haB been the 
publication of the correspondence and the 
protocols of tho negotiations for the union 
of Newfoundland with Canada. As the tele- 
graph has already apprised you, the nego- 
tiations are entirely off. Tbe general im- 
prossion among politicians 1b that Canada 
offared ntOBb liberal terma and that tho de- 
mands of the Island colony wore exorbitant. 
Aftor all, there is some justification for the 
position taken by the Newfoundland gov- 
ernment. No provinoeof the Dominion, it 
ia eatisfaotory to know, evor reached tho de- 
plorable condition in whiah Newfoundland 
appears to-day. St. John's is tho only oity 
on tho iBland ; tho roat of the population 1b 
Bcatterod in mere hamlota along tho BhoroB. 
And yet, although tho population of tho 
ialand is hul '200,700, tho island government, 
for the purpose of creating work, embarked 
upon the couatruotion of a railway, whioh 
has cost the oolony in round figuree $5,000,- 
000. Until this railway ia completed to 
some point on the woatern Bhore rf the 
ialand and brought into direct and daily 
touch with 

T1IK MAINLAND OF CANADA 

it will be practically uaeleaa and valuoloaB. 
The difficulty which has atood in tho way of 
tho consummation of union arises out of the 
.enormous debt which haa been pilod up. In 
Newfoundland there ia no municipal system, 
a paternal government administers to the 
wants of tho people, so that whoreas in the 
other provinces the people have been taught 
how to govern themaelvea, in Newfoundland 
that lesson has still to bo learned. Included, 
therefore, in the obligations of the colony 
are debts inourrod in furtherance of muni- 
cipal works, roads and bridges, lighting, 
water, polico protection, and other BervioeB 
which oro usually porformed by the muni- 
cipalities themselves. Another feature of 
the island's condition is, perhaps, tho most 
deplorablo ono. For years past ton per cent, 
of tho island's revenue has been paid in pau- 
per relief. In other words, tho adoption of 
the bribery fund of a few years ago haa 
bsen continued with the roBult that a 
shiftless cIabb of people have been oncour- 
aged in tho colony to tho detriment of the 
honest workor. These things enow the dif- 
ficulties surrounding the union negotiations. 
It Is a mattor of regret here that the pro- 
position to "roundoff" confederation haa 
been dropped, but it would not have been 
fair for our government to have gone to the 
length that the Ialand people have request- 
ed simply from sentimental reasons. In 
justice to the other provinces, whatever ar- 
rangement is made muat be an equitable 
one. 

A moro useless and uninteresting discus- 
sion than that whioh ia now going on in the 
Houbo of Commons from day to day has 
rarely taken place within the walls of par- 
liament, although there have been some 
valueleaa dobateB in tho past. A Toronto 
newspaper the other day aptly remarked 
that tho trouble about Canadian members of 
parliament was, that they thought ten min- 
utes and 

TALKED THREE HOCKS, 

instead of reversing the operation. There 
la a good deal in this. No man seems to be 
able to enlighten the country unless he 
speaks threo hours or more. The reBult is 
that everybody gote tired, the house 
empties, and the only men who work are 
the poor Hansard reporters, who are bound 
to bo at their poBts. Two noteworthy 
Bpoeohea have been delivered during the 
past week, one by Mr. Northrup, member 
for East Hastings, and tho other by Con- 
troller Wallace Mr. Northrup is a com 
paratively young man, and with compar- 
atively little practice will develop into an 
orator. He has a magnificent flow of langu- 
age, a good voice, perfect self possession, 
and ia undoubtedly clovor. Tho one draw- 
back to tho real effectiveness of Mb speeohes 
is that his delivery is too rapid, 
the roault being that he does 
not sufficiently omphaaiBe hie points. 
Tnis ia a fault which can oaaily bo romodied. 
Mr. Northrup'a matter waB really excellent. 
Evidently he had thought out what ho in- 
tended to Bay, and the reBult waa that ho 
waa listened to with unuaual interest and 
repoatedly cheored. Controller Wallaco 
also furniBhcd a noteworthy contribution to 
the litorature of tho tariff. Mr. Wallace 
has not a very taking Btyle, but there are 
few men bottor posted than he on the trado 
and commerce of tho country, and the per- 
tlnont illustrations ho furnished of the bene- 
ficial results of tho National Policy, tho in- 
consistency of tho Liberal party in their 
dealings with the question of trade and 

THE I'TTKIt DNSUITAISILITY 
to tho oommoroial conditions of Canada of a 
tariff for rovonue only, demonstrated his fit- 
noBB for tho position which he now holds as 
champion of the mero»ntilo community in 
the present government. 

MemberB of tho houso wero glad to Bee 
Mr. Corbould back again in his place in 
parliament. Tho i-econd day after his arri- 
valjhore tho member for tho Naw Westmin- 
ster district was stricken down with nieaelep, 
which he had ovidently brought, down with 
him in his system from the Pacific Const. 
The uttack was a most sevore ono and has 
pulled Mr. Corbould down vory much, but 
except that he ia a little weak just now ho 
aaya ho feolB that a few days will sot him to 
rightB again. Naturally during hia illnosa 
Mr. Corbould has not been able to transaot 
much buaineea. Under tho olt cumatanoea 
his constituents will bear with him for a few 
days until ho is ablo to catch up with tho 
arrears of work. 

Tho intoi view which tho British Colum- 
bia mombora had with the FirBt Minister on 
Thursday wua a moat oatiafuatory ono. The 
subjeots brought up cover a wide range and 
bore on ovorything of interest to your 
people, including among othor things tho 
proposed Bubsidy for tho extension of the 
E. & N. railway to Comox. Although it 
has been announced that there will be no 
railway aubsidiea this year, this Ib taken to 
moan that there will bo no oxtonsivo list, as 
has boon tho custom in past years, and con- 
sequently will not Bhut out the government 
from bringing down two or threo important 
ones such as that in which tho Island peoplo 
of British Columbia aro interested. 

Certain papers relating to tho dismissal 
and subBequont reinstatement of James Fitz-

meat to day. They do not ombrace all the 
information asked for by the British Colum- 
bia members, and the roproBontativeB from 
your province will not bo satisfied until tho 
desired documents, notably the instructions 
givon to Judgo Drake, aro forthcoming. 
The present documents relate Bolely to Mr. 
Fitzsimmona. In July last year Mr. A. 
Morrison, counsel for Jamofl FitziimmonB, 
wro.'e to the Minister cf Justice what may 
be considered & detailed reply to the chargea 
which had been preferred against t he deputy 
wurdon. He mentioned that tho evidence 
taken by Judgo Drake diauloBed tho fuctB 
that Accountant Keary had had a 
conference bofore tho investigation took 
place with all the witnesses who 
dep'jsod againab Fl ziimmons, anil 
ho infers therefrom that thero waa a con- 
Bpiracy against the deputy warden for the 
purpose of securing hia removal. 
Mr. Morrison BayB that Keary had 
beon endeavoring to load the wit- 
nesses to believe that he was the 
coming man. Ho rooalls tho fact that in 
the investigation bofore the lato inspector, 
Mr. Moylarj, in 1889, all the witnesses 
agreed that tho institution was well man- 
aged by Mr. PitzjimmonB, ho being tho real 
head. The evidence of witnesses Mclnnis, 
Quilty, Coutta and otherB la commentod, 
upon with a view to justify Fitzaimmona' 
actions. 

The next atop takon in the matter appearB 
to have been the letter of the Deputy Min- 
ister of Juatfco, dated October '20, 1891, in 
which ho is informed that he ia relieved 
of his duties as deputy warden. This par- 
agraph, however, appoars in the letter : 
" The Minister of Justice desires me to say, 
howovor, that ho hopes to have an oppor 
tunity shortly of offering you re-cmploy- 
ment in tho penitontiary service." On tho 
21st September last, Fitzsimmons aent a 
long lotter to tho then octing-Premior, Mr. 
Bowell, in which he specifies hia grievances 
and chargea Warden McBfide with being 
utterly incompetent. So far aa hia own 
troubles wore concerned ho blames Mr. 
Corbould for being at tho bottom of thf-ni. 

Mr. Moylan, the late inspector, ia u .Hod 
upon by Mr. Fitzdmmons' counsel to fur- 
nish a testimonial for tho deputy warden, 
and declares his confidence in his fidelity 
and z^al arjd competency as a penitentiary 
officer and In bis integrity In private and 
official life. Following tho correspondencs 
with the natural course of eventB, it shows 
that Fi'zilmmons was at Ottawa in Febru- 
ary, and on tho I4th of that month he wrote 
to Sir C. H. Tupper urging for an immediate 
consideration of his case. In the meantime 
ho had secured a copy of Judge Drake'a re- 
port and replies to it in full. He 
claims that owing to his striot ad- 
herence' to discipline he antagonized 
a lot of imporfeot officers, who caballed 
against him in order to deprive him of his 
place. Ho claims that ho had to perform 
the duties of warden, doputy warden, farm- 
er and gardener, and general superintendent 
of works. Just ios Drake oallcd this usur- 
pation, but Fitzsimmons clatmod that it waa 
" pure necessity. " It seems that this re- 
port or statement on the part of Fitzaim- 
mons, coupled with representations which 
were made to the Minister of Justlco by 
outside parties, was effeotlvo, as on tho 25th 
of March, 1S95, an ordor-in-council was paB- 
Bod reinatatlng Fil ziimmons in his position 
as deputy warden. The order-in-council 
s&ya among other things, that Binco Fitz- 
aimmona was 8uapended he has filed " ex- 
planations, receipts and documents of auoh 
a nature ua 

TO GREATLY MITIOATK 

the seriousness of tho chargea upon which 
his dismissal waa baaod. Tho Miniater 
therefore recommends that Mr. Fitzaimmona 
bo reinstated as doputy warden and chief 
koeper cf tho British Columbia ponitontiary 
at tho rate of sulary whioh was piid to him 
at the date of hia retirement." 

The oorrospoudenco closes with the strong 
retolution adopted by tho Liberal Conserva- 
tive Association of New Westminster on 
April 9 last, asking tho government to can- 
col Fitzsimmons' appointment. It may bo 
added that in the interview which tho depu- 
tation of B, C. members had with tho Prime 
Miniater yeaterday, tho question of peniten- 
tiary affairs was entered into moat thorough- 
ly and strong ground was taken by tho six 
membors against the government's action in 
re-appointing Fitzsimmons. Sir Mackei.zie 
Bowell waa ovidontly much impressed with 
the forco of tho roproaontationB mado to him 
and Baid that immediately upon tho return 
to Ottawa of Sir U H. Tupper he would dis- 
oubb tho matter tally with him.

A FOOLISH DENIAL. 

Our friends tho Liberals deny with a 
good doal of vigor that thoy ever favored 
proteotion. Thoy have, tbx.y say, always 
boon free traders In prlnclplo and never 
went nearer protection than to advooate a 
tariff for revenue. Somo of them when 
they tako this ground may perhaps think 
that they are Baying what ia truo, but if 
thpy bake a glance bick at the reconb history 
of their party they, if they aro ab all dis- 
cerning, will Bee tbat thoy are miBtaken, 
and if they aro honeat they will frankly ac- 
knowledge their error. 

Seven yeara ago the policy of tho Liberals 
was unrestricted reciprocity with the United 
States. What that kind of reciprocity 
meiDt was made abundantly clear by Sir 
Richard Cartwright In tho resolution whioh 
ho submitted bo Parliament in that year. 
Hore ib ia : 

That ib ia highly doairable thab the largesb 
possible freedom of commercial intorcouree 
should obtain bebweon tho Dominion of Can- 
ada and tho United Stuios, and that it ia ex- 
pedient that all articles manufactured iu, or 
the natural products of either of tho Baid 
countries should be admitted freo of duty 
into tho portB of tho othor (aVticloa subject 
to duties of exciao or of internal], rovenuo 
alone excepted). j ]tl 

That it is furthor expedient that the Gov- 
ernment cf bho Dominion ahould tako stepa 
at an early date to ascertain on what terma 
and conditions arrangements can ho eifected 
with the United States for the purpose of 
securing full and unrestricted reciprocity of 
trade therewith. 

Thia is plain enough. Undor tho system 
indloated by this oarefully worded resolu- 
tion there would be tho fullest and froosb in- 
terchange of commodities of all kinds be- 
tween bho two countrioa. This, of course, 
implied that they should have tho samo 
tariff, for if any foreign oommodity wero ad- 
mitted into one oountry at a lower rato than 
obtained in the other thero waa nothing to 
hinder thab oommodity being amuggled 
wholoaale inbo the oountry which imposod the 
higher duly. A littlo reflection muBb con- 
vince any ono capable of thinking at all that 
two countries whioh agroo upon an un- 
restricted intorchango of commodities muafc 
have, aa againab all other countries, a tariff 
identical in evory rospoob. 

Sir Riohard Cartwright'a unroatricted reci- 
procity resolution therefore meant among 
othor thingB that Canada and tho Unitod 
States were to havo tho samo trade policy 
and twin tariffs. It ia not likoly that Can- 
ada could induoo tho United Statos to 
change its trado policy. If tho tariffs of 
bho two countries wero to bo aliko, Canada 
would havo to adopt the Amorican tariff, 
and, that tariff, us overyouo know at tho 
time, waa a highly protootivo tariff. Every 
intelligent Canadian Liberal, then, who ap- 
proved of Sir Riohard Cartwright'a resolu- 
tion virtually accoptod tho policy cf United 
States protection. Ho nob only beoame a 
protectionist ; but that moat rigid and most 
oxolusivo of ull protectionists, an Amerioan 
protectionist. Sir Richard Cartwright'a 
roaolation therefore meant the surrender by 
Canada of her fiscal indopondonce. 
As long aa bho unroatricted recipro- 
city should lasb Canada could not im- 
pose a single duty without asking loave 
of tho United States, and tho United States 
being tho riohor and the atrongor country of 
the two, could impoao what dutiea aho 
ploaaed withoub saying " by your loavo " bo 
Canada, and Canada would havo to adopt 
those dutleB whether alio liked them or not. 
Ib Ib, therefore, no woudor that ehrewd 
Amoricana and clover Canadian Liberals 
know that unroatricted reciprocity was 
merely a preliminary to tho absorption of 
our oountry by tho Unitod States. 

Tho unrostriotod reciprocity resolution 
moanb not only tho adoption of tho policy of 
proteotion by thoBo who favored it bub dis- 
crimination against tho Mother Country in 
matters of trado in order to favor tho United 
States. Thia Sir Richard admitted in tho 
epoooh whiah ho delivorod whon ho made 
his motion. Ho said :— 
Ih has boon made a grave ground- 



id has been abtempted to be set 
up aa an insuperable ground of ob- 
jection that* when you propose to enter 
into a treaty for unrestricted trade with tho 
United Statoe, you muab thereby of neces- 
sity discriminate against British manufac- 
tures and tho manufactures of all other 
countries oxcepb tho Unitod Statea. Now 
bhat la truo, I admit thab. 

When this extraordinary resolution and 
all thab ib waa shown to involvo are brought 
bo tho recolleotion of intelligent Liberala, 
those of them that havo any Beneo or hon- 
OBty will nob attempt to deny that tho Lib- 
eral party of thia Dominion at one time — 
and thab not loDg ago— adopted the policy 
of proteotion ; for unrestricted reciprocity of 
neaoBaity implies an assimilation of the 
tAriffj of tho two oountriea. 



A BASH REJEOTION. 

Tho refusal of tho Govornmont of the Do- 
minion to comploto tho Newfoundland rail- 
way was tho hitch which prevented tho con- 
summation of the bargain between that 
country and Canada. Mr. Bond, a member 
of bho Government of Newfoundland, said to 
a Canadian Intorviewor : 

Tho point upon whioh we havo split with 
the Dominion govornmont, or at leasb the 
main poinb, ia thab of bho completion of bho 
railway bo Port uux Baaquo. Up to date 
thab railway has aoab tho colony $4,446,000. 
Every milo of railway hag boon paid for, 
and tho amount is inoluded in bhe funded 
publio dobb of tho oolony, whioh Is only 
$9,116,534. Tho amount required to com- 
plete I ho railway ia $3,120,000, and the total 
cost of the whole line would then be $7,556,- 
000. 

Othor accounts presumably authoritativo 
mako tho debt of tho colony $10,350,000 and 
bhe tobal dobt, if Canada would agree to 
complete the railway, §15,829,000. Mr. 
Bond told tho interviewer thab Sir Charles 
Tupper's offer included $8,000,000 for the 
building of tho railway whioh ho said would 
bo $4114,000 In excess of what the actual 
oosb would have boon. " Tho Dominion 
oontentlon," he said, " thab the terminus 
should romain whore ib la, viz , one hundred 
miles from any Bebtlomont, or bhab wo Bhould 
build ib ourselves with our customs and 
othersouroosof revenuo gono, was simply un 
tenable and could nob bo entertained for a 
moment." 

Ib seems thab tho Newfoundland delegates 
had the oiler which Sir Charles Tupper 
made eeven yoarBago continually before bheir 
eyeB during tho late negotiations. Thoy 
were evidently undor tho impression that 
bhe present Government Bhould bo as liberal 
now as when Sir Charles waa then and that 
they were nob bo waa owing to the proaent 
neceesitoua condition of the colony. Tho 
Newfoundlanders soem to think that tho Do- 
minion took advantage of their preaonb im- 
poverished condition to drive a hard bargain 
with thorn. In this, wo believo, they do the 
Dominion Government an injustioe. They 
evidently considered that they had made as 
many and aa great concessions to 
Newfoundland aa they could in justloo to 
tho other provinooa of tho Dominion. It 
may bo, too, that thoy belioved that tho 
offer made by Sir Charles Tupper waa too 
liberal and thab if bho Newfoundlanders 
had boon wise onough to accept it, the Gov 
eminent would find that, In order to meet 
its obligations to Newfoundland, it would 
have to do an injustice to the older pro- 
vinces which havo greater claims upon it, 
Ib seems to us that in rt jecting the lator 
offer tho representatives of the colony made 
anothor blunder, for when tho terms of that 
offor are examined it will bo found that thoy 
are bettor than thoso of uny of the 
provinces, and if Newfoundland had ac- 
coptod them she would have found that 
as a mombor of the Confederation Bho waa 
exceptionally well troatod. What moro 
could she expect 1 

"THE OONQOBST OF ARID AM BR 
IO A." 

William E. Smytho writoa an artiolo in 
the May Century ontitled aa abovo which is 
full of interest and instruction, moro ospeel 
ally to British Columbiana, for whom tho 
problom aa ib is treated ia a livo ono. Tho 
wrltor tells what has boon accomplished, or 
rathor gives a fow instances of auccesaful 
efforta in colonizing and cultivation in tho 
arid regions woab of tho ono hundredth mer- 
idian, Ko doBcrilioa tho conditions whioh 
existed prior to the advent of tho husband- 
man, conditions comparod with which tho 
arid aroan of British Columbia might bo 
termed " fertilo bolts," Whon wo conaider 
that deserts of eand have been transformed 
into beautiful, well-cultivated Golds, highly 
productivo and sustaining a largo aud pros- 
perous population, tho outlook for a iarge 
portion of tho iutorior of thia Province 
should not by any moans appoar hopoloss 
from an agricultural point of view. On tho 
other hand, thero is muoh to oncourago us 
in tho hope thab it may yob ho bho home of 
many bhouBanda of thrifty, well-to-do 
farmers, 

Mr, Smytho pointa out that tho ono hun- 
dredth meridian divides tho Unitod Statea 
almost exuatly into halves. Bast of that 
line aro aixby-four millions of pooplo, and 
west of it four or fivo millions. Tho latter, 
comprising Bovouteon Statea and TorritorieB, 
is a region of imperial dimonaiona, capable 
of immouso development. From north to 
south ib measures us fur aa from Montreal 
bo Mobile, and from oast to wosb tho dis- 
tance ia greater than from Boston to Omaha. 
Tho moridian in question not only geo- 
graphically divides tho United Statoe, but 
it iudioatea tho bogiuning of tho " arid " 
region aa distinct from tho region oust, in 
whioh irrlgatiou, excopb by rainfall, is un- 
necessary and unknown. The writor ro- 
marks : " To tho popular mind ' arid ' means 
only ' ralnloas,' and ' rainless ' i» synonymous 
with ' worthless. ' Bub ' aridiby,' when pro- 
perly defined and fully aomprohonded, la 
soon to bo tho gorm of now industrial and 
social syatoms, with far-reaching possibili- 
ties In tho fields of othics and politics. It 
would bo idle to attompb to predict how tho 
Amorloan character will bo modified and 
transformed whon millions of pooplo shall 



have finally mado their homes in the arid 
regions, under conditions aa yet untried by 
Anglo-Saxon men. Bub thab millions will 
live under these conditions is inevitable, 
and thab tho now environments will produce 
momontoua ohongea in methods of life and 
habits of thought ia equally certain." 

Tho writor then goos on to givo some of 
the undertakings of tho past fifty years, in- 
volved in what ho calls " Tho Conquest of 
Arid America." Ho rooitea the experioucea 
of tho Mormon colony iu Utah, tho Greeley 
olony in Colorado, tho orange grovoa of 
California and the irrigated lands c f Arizona, 
and after chronicling tho successes thab 
havo boon achioved, in attempting an 
outlook," auya : " The work of reclam- 
ation hue boon going forward ailonbly, 
bub gradually aud Burely, for tho bobter parb 
of a generation. Botweon ten and twenty 
millions of acrca are now under ditch, aud 
somo alight rivulota of population have 
begun to trioklo in upon tho lands. But tho 
throahold ia Boarcely pnasod. Tho arid re- 
gion aa a whole comprisoa more than 800,- 
000,000 scree. Of this empire moro than 
half a billion acrea la still the property of 
tho Government. Ib is tho priceless heri- 
tage of bho children of Amorica. Tho work 
of aoiontifio discovery of wabor supply has 
not yot gono far onough bo furnish a reaaon- 
ablo basis for un eatimato of tho amount of 
land opon to ultimate reclamation. But no 
ono disputes that tho ontlre present popula- 
tion of tho United States could bo accommo- 
dated in the arid region." 

The opinion of a writor like Mr. Smytho, 
who has studied tho problem carefully and 
travellod ovor tho whole of the country 
which he describoa, ia not to bo lightly aeb 
aside. Besides, the rosults which aro shown, 
for Inatanao, iu Utah, tho very centre of tho 
arid rogion of tho Wost, aro sufficient to 
justify tho optimism of tho writor ; and 
thoso of our roadera who havo given any 
thought to tho subject at all will agroo with 
him In hla conclusion : 

" But nothing can bo hoped for until tho 
American people havo had their eyes opened 
to the importance of tho atupendoua national 
asaot comprohondod in arid Amorica. It 
ia oivilizition thab ploads for progress, Ib 
ia humanity thab cries aloud for more room 
in which to build its habitations. To say 
that tho national valuation will bo enhanced 
by untold millions is merely to mention a 
sordid faot. But to say that tho voioolosB do- 
Bert will bloEsom with the homes of mon, 
and that theBO homes will rest upon social 
and industrial Bystoms better and purer 
than any tho past has known, and thab tho 
futuro population will bo rulod undor a no- 
bler code of ethics — theBO are considera- 
tions thab cannot appeal In vain to the 
American spirit. The new century will 
invito us to a now task of transcendent pos- 
sibilities to tho human raco." 

Thia may bo even moro beautiful in per- 
oration than in fact, bub ib atrikea the right 
key and Bounds a note which should in- 
spire, nob only tho pooplo of tho United 
States, but tho pooplo ot British Columbia. 
What is possible of tbat side of tho lino ie, 
and may be still moro, possible on thia sido. 
By far tho most interesting part of tho arti- 
cle in question Ib tho description of tho 
Mormon colony in Utah and tho develop- 
ment which occurred under the wise and 
firm business, but not religioua, administra- 
tion of Brighum Young, and which ia still 
being carried on ; but it will be boat treated 
in a subsequent and distinct articles It is 
full of practical leaaona and Buggentiona. 

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

It will, indeed, bo eatiafuotory to Collect- 
or of Customs Milno and to those who are 
intorostod in tho sealing business to lourn 
that ho has been one of thoso who havo 
been tho objeob of special honors on bho 
occasion of Her Majesty's Birthday. It ia 
announcod that tho distinction ia conferred 
in recognition of his omlnent eorvicea In 
connection with the Behring Sea contro- 
versy.

great pleasure. The steamer Kvangol mado 
a special trip from Dungencsa, Port Wil 
llama and Fort AngoloB, arriving in the 
morning and staying all day. About one 
hundred vititora came by this Bteamor, 
while doable that Dumber arrived about tho 
Bams time on tho ateamor Stato of Wash- 
ington from Scuttle and Rellingham Bay. 
Crowds also arrived on the E. & N. and Vic 
torla & Sidney trains during the day, and 
the regular ,passongor boats brought many 
others. As paseeDger tickots for most of 
the excursions hold good until Monday 
there Is a likelihood of many of the visitors 
remaining in tho city until to morrow night 

Toronio and St, Catharines papers just 
to hand announco the death at, the former 
city on the 15th InBt , of Mr. William Gib 
bona, one of the pioneer residents of the 
Ontario Capital, at tho ago cf 99 years. 
Saya the St. CathariDoe Journal : " Th 
deceased gontleman will bo romombered by 
nearly everyone in this city where he lived 
for many years, conducting a private bank 
on Ontario street, a branch cf which waa 
subsequently opened at Brantford. Mr 
Gibbons retired from aotivo businefla life 
almost twenty years ago, having accumulated 
a large fortune, variously ostimatod at from 
$100,000 to $125,000. Tho estate consists 
ohiefly of Toronto realty on Jarvis street, 
Spadina and Dennison avenues, besides do 
benturea of the city of Brantford. The late 
Mr. Gibbon»' eldest son, Mr. W. H. Gib- 
bons, still resides in thia city. Auothor aon 
is Mr. George C. Gibbons, Q. C. of London, 
one of the foremost Liberala of Canada aa 
well aa ono of the ableab civil lawyera of the 
Dominion, and a third Mr. John A Gib 
bona of Toronto — of proprietary modicine 
celebrity." A grandBou of tho deceased, 
Mr. C. H. Gibbons, has for some years past 
been a resident of this city and a member of 
the CoB^'isr staff. 



A somewhat Btartling revelation leaked 
out in Port Townsend in connection with a 
drowning accident recently occurlng near 
near Victoria. Tho Loader, of that city, 
aaya "Captain N. T. 01iver,of tho Bealing 
schooner Elsie, returned from Victoria yes 
terday, whore ho went on a living trip for 
tho purpose of Identifying the boat found on 
tho British side. Tho boat, which was 
found about a week ago, was stolen from 
this city and the unfortunate thief had 
pay the penalty with his life, for his body 
waa found by tho ateamor Rosalio. It did 
not take Captain Oliver long to idontify the 
boat, whioh ia an ordinary soaler, and to 
convince tho authorities thereof. Ho se- 
cured papers of release from Collootor Milne 
and the boat will urrive on tho steamer." 
Not long since the papers published ox- 
tended accLunts of tho finding of tho body 
of tho drowuod Bailor in the above mentioned 
boat noar Victoria by tho ateamor Rosalio. 
The verdict in tho oise was that tho victim 
had imbibed too froely and that whilo in 
this condition ho was drowned. Investiga- 
tion seems to havo gone no further. Thore 
ia a party In this city, however, who if he is 
not mistaken con toll Bomothing that is of 
interest in connection with the caso. 
Mr. Thomas Dunn, keeper on .board 
the quarantine hulk Irrquois, states that ho 
knows the boat to have boon ono of the 
schooner Kleio'a, and that shortly boforo the 
body was found ho saw men loavo tho port 
in hor. Mr. Dunn has told tho story to 
eoveral gentlemen, and each timo tho qos- 
tion arises, " whoro ia tho othor man?" 
" Ho haB disappeared suddenly and effectu- 
ally," said ono party yesterday, " whiah 
loads to tho natural conclusion that ho waa 
either drowned or was instrumental in the 
death of tho sailors in tho open boat."

TRADE REVIEWED. 

Dun's and Brailstrcet's Summary of the Busi- 
ness Situation and Failures— Bank 
Clearings. 

New York, May 24. — R. G. Dun & Co. 
say that if wheat has boon ao injured by tho 
snow and frusta that tho sudden rlae of 12 
conta in two weoka ia justified the markets 
do nob believe it. Stocks do not collapse, 
Iron, leather and hidea still rieo and no 
holders of wheat would aell at a lower price 
than had been known at thia aeaaon for 
thirty years prior to 1893, if ourront reports 
were credited. The fact is that tho relief 
from the long anxiety and the abundance 
and choapneaa of money for whioh induatry 
and legitimate trade havo not ae yet made 
an adequate demand, have excited tho 
apeoulative spirit beyond all roatraint. The 
hot fever will havo nothing to do with tho 
oold facts, and the temper is to buy regard 
lees of the visible requiromenta. The failures 
thia week havo been 207 in the United 
States, against lS.'i last yoar, and 23 in Can- 
ada, against 28 last yoar. 

Bradatreet'a aaya that the moderate re- 
aotion in the stock market laat woe'' and 
this week, cjuaed primarily by frosts and 
aovero damage to the cereal cropa and other 
farm produce, was followed only ia part by 
a corresponding check bo tho movomont in 
general trade. Not one of the larger grain 
abates confirms the reports of severe damage 
to wheat and corn, with whioh the ex- 
changes have abounded, and there is less 
roaaon to ballovo In the extent of lb than 
waB currently roportod. On tho Pacific 
ooaab the grain and fruit crops, tho salmon 
oatoh, the export trade in wheab and other 
linea, ore reportod favorably at San Fran- 
oisoo, Portland, Tacoma and Seattle. South 
Dakota reports that tho loaa of rongo oattlo 
laat winter waa Dominal and tho proapocta 
for thia industry are good. The total bank 
clearings for tho woek in eighty-four of the 
principal citioa of tho United States amount 
to $1,1 11,844,944, an incroase over last year 
of 30 8 per cent. Outside of Now York 
oity tho clearings woro $459,640,309, an in- 
crease of IS 8 per cent. For Canada tho 
olearinga woro : For Montreal, $11,294,036 
— inoroaao, 43.8 ; Toronto, $. r >,H00,170— in- 
croaao, 11 l ; Halifax, Sjl, 048, 330 —inoroaao, 
29(3; Hamilton, $(120,522 —inoroaao, 28 0. 
Winnipeg, $952,744 — inoreaso, 20 5. Total, 
$19.271, 803-increase, 41.7. 



CLEWS' CIRCULAR. 

Causes Which Hhvo Carried the Market For- 
ward With Unexpected Momentum- 
Prospects of Railway Investments. 

In hia Wall street circular dated Now 
York, May 18, Honry Clowa aaya that dur- 
ing tho week Wall stroot has had anothor 
Bpurb of realizing, in which London ulao baa 
joined, and with tho offact of a gonoral de- 
cline of pricos, oapooially in tho lower 
pricod Btocka. And yot tho price has not 
been dispiriting nor such as to cause any 
lack of confidence, 

There aro unaoon forcoo behind tho mar- 
ket, which started tho movement when it 
was little expoctod ; they havo carried ib 
forward with unoxpootod momontum and 
havo nob yot exhausted thoir onorgy. ThoBo 
iofluoncos bogan bo show thoir effects three 
months ago, and woro uahorod in 
by tho operations of tho Loan Syndi- 
oato. Tho abatement of doubts 
about our ability to ward off the 
sllvor dangers haa had an important influ- 
onco ; yot its olfect has boen but secondary. 
To find tho real causoB, wo njust go bick to 
tho conditions that produood tho groat com- 
mercial depression which has oxistod ainco 
1892 in this country and ainco 1890 in 
Europo, 

Thab depression waB tho result mainly of 
universal over-production, Industrial in- 
vostmontB, except In tho oaao of a few 
monopolies, aro oonacquontly earning almo8t 
nothing ; and from that two important re- 
sults follow ;— In tho Crab place, an unpro- 
undented low rato of interest on industrial 
capital ; and in the next placo, tho with- 



holding of now capital from industrial em- 
ployment. 

Wo are In tho beginnings of a movement 
in railroad investments che magnitude of 
whioh it ia not easy to foreoaat. Wo con- 
clude that the upward movomont in pricos 
hu nob yet reached its climax, and that 
1895 ia likely to prove an extraordinary 
year in railroad Investments. The current 
rato of railroad construction Ib thus far be- 
low the ratio of increase in oommereo. The 
earnings of tho roadB havo fallen very low ; 
bub prices have fallen proportionately, 
though receipts are now beginning to show 
a material increase, in sympathy with tho 
recovery of general busineas. These facts 
mark out railroad securities aa a form of in- 
vestment destined to rocolve a epoolal pref- 
erence until prices havo reaohed a point that 
will bring thoir yield to about a parity with 
(hat of tho Investments which aro now Buf- 
fering in produotivoness. 



NOT FAIR. 



To tub Editoii : — Many Victorians wore 
very much surprised upon seeing a stroamer 
placed upon Government street yesterday 
announcing a senior lacroeae match at Cale- 
donia Park on Saturday afternoon at 3 p m.

men composing tho executive of the Triangle 
lacroaso olub, 

They, the mornbera of that executive 
should not have allowed ib to stay there 
throughout the day, for it ia a distinct 
and plain breach of faith with the 
public, who aro not at all slow to oxproee 
their just indignation at such contemptible 
♦aotica. The Capitals give way to tho Tri- 
angles on two distinct occasions, although 
thoy had announced a gamo on tho 25 ;h 
prior to any othor claim having boon put 
forward. Owing, however, to tho proosing 
fioaooial claimB of tho seniors they (the 
Cipitale) decidod to play on tho 23rd, but 
when tho senior achodulo bocame tanglod 
and the Capitals had the aeeuranco from 
sovoral of tho Trianglo executive that tho 
25th gamo was off, thoy wont ahead and re- 
arranged their game for the 25th.

THE SHAM BATTLE. 

Preparations Are .Now Complete for This 
Greatest Feature of tho Celebration. 

Preparations are now comploto for the 
snccoBaful carrying out of tho Bham battle— 
the great feature of the closing day and of 
tho ontiro colobration. Tho Vum ouvor 
company of tho B.C.B G.A, arrived down 
by tho Charmer yestorday ovoning in com- 
mand of Major Townloy and will tako their 
full share of tho work in connection with 
tho defence of the Hill. As beforo explain- 
ed, tho forco of defundora will bo composed 
of the Royal Marino Artillory from Work 
Point barracks, a forco of Royal Marino 
Light infantry of about 250 men, and the 
headquarter and Vancouver oompanioB of 
tho Uritiah Columbia Garrison Artillery, 
tho latter battalion being in command of 
Lieut.

The attack- 
ing forco iB to consist of a naval brlgado of 
some 500 moo, and after tho battle thoro 
will be u grand reviow and march past with 
sn inspection of all tho troops participating 
in tho exorcises of tho day, by Admiral 
Stephenson, commander in chief on tho Pa- 
ciflo atation. In ordor that the public may 
thoroughly understand and properly ap- 
preciate tho Bham battle, tho following ex- 
planation, contained in a lotter to tho Colo- 
nist from Colonel Rawstorno, is republish- 
ed : 

" It may Interest some of your readora 
to have tho following brief outline of 
tho plan of operations to bo carried out at 
Baaoon Hill on Saturday. I must first, 
however, impreas upon them tho faot that 
tho ground being very limited in oxtont, tho 
distanco of tho attaoking force from tho 
position whon tho aotion commences al- 
though only about -100 yards is supposod to 
bo about 1,500 yards. 

" A combined Jcrco of Royal Marlnos and 
Britleh Columbia Garrison Artillory havo 
taken up a defensive position on Beacon 
Hill and await an attack of tho oncmy from 
tho dirootion of O-ik Bay. A lino of out- 
posts has boon established along tho front 
and towards oaoh flank, tho lino of observa- 
tion being tho outer odgo of a belt of trees
